Mayor Curley gave unqualified en- 
dorsement yesterday to the petition for 
legislation for the creation of a metro- 
politan Boston sponsored by Prof Joseph 
H. Bealc of Harvard. 

The mayor termed the bill a "con- 
servative, sane and well-considered 
measure" worthy of the support of every 
forward-looking organization. 

MAYOR'S STATEMENT 

His statement was: 

The bill for a metropolitan Boston 
filed by Prof. Joseph. H. Beale of 
Harvard University is the result of 
nearly a. year's study by a confer- 
ence committee of representative 
citizens called together by me early 
last year. I indicated at thai time 
that I had no preconceived ideas on 
the matter and was willing to make 
any political sacrifice, if necessary, 
for the purpose of improving the 
commercial and industrial standing 
of this great metropolitan district, 
and to enable the cities and towns 
which comprise it to act as a unit 
in obtaining fair treatment for our 
ports and railroads. 

The bill as I read it covers the 
following points: 

The creation of a metropolitan 
Boston comprising the 43 cities and 
towns now in the metropolitan park, 
water and sewerage districts as a 
municipal corporation. 

The, legislative government to be 
in the hands of n council which will 
consist of somewhere between 100 
and 120 members, the large major- 
ity coming from the cities and 
towns outside Boston. 

The executive work to be per- 
formed by a commission of five 
members, to consist in the first in- 
stance of the present members of 
the metropolitan district commis- 
sion, but to be replaced as their 
terms expire by members elected by 
the council. 

FUNCTIONS TAKEN OVER 

The new metropolitan Boston to 
take over the functions now exer- 
cised by the metropolitan district 
commission, the metropolitan tran- 
sit commission and the Boston port 
authority, 

None of the existing city or town 
governments or functions to be in 
any way disturbed until such time 
as they shall vole to turn them over 
to the metropolitan government 
and then only in such cities and 
towns as shall so vote. 

It is a conservative, sane, and 
well-considered measure, and 1 bo- 

lleve it should receive the support 
of every forward looking organiza- 
tion In these communities. I can 
see no well-grounded objection to 
the proposition especially as it In 
no Way Interferes with the various 
political entities which have for so 
long governed the people of the dis- 
trict and whose existence they so 
Jealously guard.. „.,^^

the other people of the State.

Mayor Curley will leave for 
Washington today to lend his ac- 
tive support to measures affecting 
Boston which were recently sub- 
mitted to the federal authorities. 

The most Important is the pro- 
posed annexation of Governor .« 
Island by the city for the purpose 
of enlarging the £ast Boston air- 
port. Definite action within 10 
days was promised if Mayor Cur- 
ley would personally appeal to the 
congressional committee on mili- 
tary affairs. 

Other measures that he will 
bring forward during his visit in- 
clude his plan for the development 
of the Mississippi river and the cre- 
ation of an inland empire, the es- 
tablishment of a federal planning 
board to offset periods of depres- 
sion, and th>; increase of pensions 
to disabled soldiers to relieve, cities 
and towns of the heavy burdens of 
caring for needy veterans.

The House 
judiciary committee on military affairs, before 
whom Mayor Curley presented his casr, re- 
ported immediately and favorably the bill 
authorizing the transfer Of Governor's island 
from the federal government to the City ol 
Boston for use in the development of Hie Ros- 
eau airport.

NO OBJECTION 

In advance of tWi meeting and in 
consequence of ■ recent visit to Boston, 
Chairman James announced that he 
saw no objection to giving the city the 
island for this iuirpo.se since there will 
lie a siringent reservation that the fed- 
eral government may retake the island 
at any time it Is desired for purposes 
01 national defence. 

Mayor Curley Is pushing for a prompt 
committee action ai the Brit step in 
the long and slow process of sotting the 
bill through Congress. Its chances of 
passing both House and .Semite at this 
session are exceedingly remote except 
by unanimous consent A single objec- 
tion iii either branch would hold it on 
the calendar Indefinitely In Ihe present 
state Of legislative business. 

Chairman .lames is strongly In favor 
of the construction of a military air- 
port at or near Boston within the next 
live years. .Mayor Curley has contended 
that If the municipal airport is created 
on the scale which he plans, it will he 

available to the nation In time of war

PLANS CRITICISED 

Q. G. A, Hits Curley and 
Beak Bills 



Neither the Mayor Curley nor the 
Prof Beala bill for the establishment 
of a Greater Boston is .satisfactory la 
its pres»nt form, in the opinion of the 
Good Government Association. The as- 
sociation, through its secretary, S. S. 
Sheppard, has issued a statement in 
which defects in the proposed meas- 
ures are pointed out and changes sug- 
gested. 

Concerning the Mayor's plan the 
statement read: 

"The Mayor's bill appears but a 
skeleton of a plan and is obviously in- 
complete in its terms. It has at least 
two fundamental troubles. In the first 
place it aims at consolidation and not 
federation. Neighboring towns and 
cities look upon this bill as an enter- 
ing wedge into giving up their exist- 
ence as entitles— which entities can 
perfectly well be preserved in a Great- 
er Boston plan. In the second place 
the governing board under the Mayor's 
plan consists of the Mayors and Select- 
men of the various towns and cities. 
These officii Is have enough to do with- 
out trying to run a Metropolitan Dis- 
trict; it would be better to form some 
body which would have exclusive man- 
agement of Greater Boston. The 
Mayor of Boston should not be the 
king pin." 

In regard to the plan of Prof Beale, 
the statement suggests that ca.reiul 
and thorough investigation of its terms 
must be made before any final decision 
can be made. Alleged defects, the 
bill pointed out, are: 

'The Executive Commission would

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Battle Wages 
Over Center St. 
Improvement 

Variety of Opinions May In- 
duce Legislature to Refer 
Work to City Officials 



So complicated is tho Situation over the 
Widening of Center street In the Jamaica 
Plaln-Roslindaje sections, that the Legis- 
lature is likely to adopt the suggestion 
presented to the Committee on Municipal 
Finance today, at a largely a.. ended pub- 
lic hearing-, that the question of width 
and use of the Improved highway shall 
be. decided by the city officials. 

It was two years ago that the Legisla- 
ture passed the original hill for ;ho work, 
stipulating that, the width should be one 
hundred feet from the Junction of the 
Parkway and May street to Weld street 
and eighty feet from Weld street, to 
South street. Moreover, It was provided 
that Center street, thus widened with a 
reservation In the center, should be the 
latest link in the park system, with 
heavy trucking excluded. The Center 
street proposition, however. was tied up 
with the widening of St. Ann street, near 
tho Forest Hills station, and everybody 
felt, that Center street might well lie ■ 
park road with St. Ann street supplying 
the necessary increase.! facilities for 
handling- the extraordinary traffic which 
seeks an inlet and outlet to Providence. 

But St. Ann street failed lo meet the 
approval of the administration and then 
is scant prospect of Its improvement foi 
years. In view of that fact, as stated by 
Senator Gasper G. Paeon today, there 
seemed no other alternative than that 
of throwing" the improved Center street 
open to all kinds of traffic, for it is appar 
ent that Washington Street, Roslinda le, 
must be relieved of some of its great b i- 
don. Hut not all of the residents of n< 1 
sections represented were willing to con- ' 
cede the logic of that, argument. All 
insisted on in, mediate Work on C'cntei 
street, and most of tho speakers Insisted 
that perhaps a seventy or an eighty too;

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COMMITTEE REPORTS 

NEW CENTER-ST BILL 

Without specifying any particular 
width, the Legislative Committee on 
Municipal Finance yesterday voted to 
report a bill amending an act of ISM 
for widening Canter at, In the Roslin- 
dale-Jamaica Plain section. 

Four bills affecting this widening 
were heard by the committee in the 
morning, with 200 residents of the 
section. Pres Caspar G. Bacon of tho 
Senate, Representative George A. Gil- 
mar, and Corporation Counsel Samuel 
Silverman offering differences in opin- 
ion a.bout the change. 

Three of the measures substituted a 
maximum width of 80 feet for 100 free 
and the other, one of Mayor Cnrley's, 
provided for necessary Legislative ap- 
proval for borrowing outside the debt 
limit to carry on the work.

WASHINGTON, Jan 21-The House 
Committee on Military Affairs reported 
favorably today the bill authorizing 
the transfer of Governors Island. 1o 
the city of Boston to be used for de- 
velopment of the Boston Airport. 

This action came immediately after 
the presentation by Mayor Curley oi 
his argument in support of the trans- 
fer. Such prompt action of a commit- 
tee is unusual and is regarded *j a 
tribute to the Mayor's conclusive pres- 
entation of the case. The fact that 
Representative James of Michigan, 
chairman of the committee, has re- 
cently visited Boston and inspected the 
properties, undoubtedly was respon- 
sible in part for the quick action of 
the committee. The project has already 
received the approval of the War De- 
partment in which the title to Gover- 
nors Island now rests. 



Army Hospital Site 

At the hearing there were present, 
besides Mayor Curley, Chairman Wil- 
liam P. Long of the Park Department, 
Chairman Peter F. Tague of the Elec- 
tion Commissioners, Thomas J. A. 
Johnson of the Port Authorities Board 
and Cornelius A. Rcardon of the May- 
or's secretarial staff. 

Mayor Curley referred to the activi- 
ties of the city of Boston in relieving 
the acute unemployment situation. He 
also discussed the question of an avail- 
able site in Boston for an Army hos- 
pital, and received very favorable re- 
sponse from the members of the com- 
mittee. Chairman James requested 
Mayor Curley to present certain in- 
formation in connection with a pro- 
posed site. 

"The plans formulated for the en- 
largement of the Boston Airport will, 
provided the Federal Government sees 
Bt to cooperate through the transfer 
of Governors Island to the custody of 
the city of Boston, result in the estab- 
lishment* of the most accessible and 
best airport in the world with a land- 
ing field covering more than 1000 
acres," said Mayor Curley, "and will 
not only permit of Army and Navy 
aviation maneuvers, but the operation 
of freight and passenger transporta- 
tion by air with sufficient available 
space for student training." 

State and City Liberal 

"The Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts has been most generous in its 
support and the City Government of 
Boston has been liberal in providing 
the funds necessary for airport de- 
velopment. We recognize tha' ,* prop- 
erly developed airport Is not only cs- 
r.ntlal for industrial and commercial 
development but a potential adjunct 
for protection in the event of war. At 
the present time, approximately 100 
acres have been developed for a land- 



ing field and recently a lease has been 
given by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts to the City of Boston which 
has made available 266 acres. 

"It is the purpose of the City of 
Boston to reclaim and make available 
for use 1000 acres of .'and and with 
possible future enlargements, provided 
conditions justify such a course, 1200 
additional acres, thus making an air- 
port of approximately 2300 acres. 

"The inclusion of Governor's Island 
as a part of tho East Boston airport 
will permit of the establishment of a 
landing field nearly one mile in length 
and of sufficient size to permit of 
landing and taking off by the largest 
planes now in use or contemplated in 
the immediate future. 

Two Mites at Sea 

"The airport when completed will ex- 
tend for a distance of two miles into 
the ocean with no intervenins barriers 
of any character and with a 40-foot 
ship channel alongside. With a view 
to making the airport the most ac- 
cessible in the world an expenditure 
of $16,000,000 has been authorized for 
a vehicular tunnel between the finan- 
cial district in Boston proper and Por- 
ter st, at East Boston. 

Specifications have been drawn and 
Dlans have been prepared s.nd contract 
will be advertised within 45 days for 
the work of constructing this tunnel. 
An expenditure of $500,000 has been 
authorized for the construction of a 
boulevard on the thoroughfare known 
as Porter st. This boulevard will be 
100 feet in width and will extend from 
the tunnel entrance to the airport, 
thereby rendering it possible to jour- 
ney from the financial district in the 
heart of Boston to the airport In less 
than five minutes, as contrasted with 
the delay of 30 minutes or more at sub- 
stantially every other airport in the 
world, 

"Legislation is now pending for the 
development of a strandway boule- 
vard In (ho East Boston section ad- 
jacent to the airport, representing an 
additional expenditure of $l,6o0,000. 



Loan Pending 

"Legislation is also pending before 
the Massachusetts Legislature, for a 
loan of $1,250,000 for the reclaiming 
and filling of land the property of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
the Government of the United States 
as a further addition to the airport. 
Up to the present time the approxi- 
mate expenditures made for the devel- 
opment of the Boston Airport are $25,- 
163,000 when completed. 

"Pearly and favorable action by tht 
Federal Government upon the pending 
measure will permit immediate prose- 
cution of the work by the city of Bos 
ton. Early action will make poaaibll 
the employment of a large number o: 
men, and It is our belief that, provider 
favorable action la taken at this ses 
sion of Congress, the entire work wil 
be completed within two ve«r« "

No Continued Policy 

"Many of the progressive cities of to- 
day wisely make it a statutory or charter 

requirement that ah contracts be let to 
the lower rowionalble bidder. 'Bespoh- 
sible' is taken to mean furnishing a valid 
surety bond tor the .satisfactory comple- 
tion of the work. In such rase it is 
often necessary for the city to make 
public from time to time after open 
hearings a list of linns whose work- ha- 
not been satisfactory in the past These 
firms an> thus suspended for a time from 
city work, it it is deemed advisable t;> 
favor borne (Inns, a stated per cent of 
preference for them should be announced, 

"At least there should he a definite 
and public statement of th< procedure to 

he followed. Such is not the case here. 
In fact it is bard to find any continuity 
of policy in tlte matter. Home industry 
is favored in sonic cases and not in 
others. If a blacklist or whitclist exists 
it is a secret matter in the department. 
Firms turned down in some eases are 
favored in others. The whole practise ; -, 
Indefinite and varying- and is seldom ex 
plained to the public. 

"Over half a million dollars m work 

was contracted for by the Paving Divi- 
sion without advertising. The excuse 
most frequently given here is thai in 

order to finish the work in 1980, no time 
can be taken for advertisement. This 
would appear nothing more than an ad- 
mission of poor planning and not as an 
excuse of shutting out competition in so

"Isn't it strange that the finance Com- 
mission which co-operated With us very 
satisfactorily last year found nothing to 
criticize in the award of contracts nor.

For the first time the finance Commis- 
sion had inspectors assigned to contract 
Jobs. They were visible. They did not 
sneak tip on jobs. Because of their ex 
cellent. assistance the city received last 
year more value for the dollar expended 
than for several years." 

"Surely I refused to give work to a 
contractor who had a large amouni of 
work awaiting completion at the end of 
the. administration preceding that of 
Mayor Curley. 1 believe that this con- 
tractor was allowed one contract and we 
were obliged In discharge an inspector 
who permitted the contractor to use less 
cement in batches of concrete than the 
Specifications demanded. Inthls case, we 
were on the Job to protect the interests 

of the taxpayers ond we protected them 
to the limit. 

"Then, of eonrsi . there were main- con- 
tracts awarded without advertising 
towards the close of the year. (lad we 
advertised and awaited the receipt of 
bids, we would ni-t have been able to 
] complete tic- work, And the prices that 
we allowed, based entirely upon prices 

submitted by Ha- contractors upon sim- 
ilar jobs, were as low, if not lower, than 

we would have received from other con 

tractors whom he docs not class witli 
those to whom we assigned street paving 

jobs.. 

"Bt was the policy of the past adminis- 
tration to award contracts to the lowest 

bidders and the quality of the work 

which was done conclusively that Ibis 
policy was not justified. As far as criti- 
cism hits me. it is an old story. During 
Mayor Hurley's previous administration 
'here wag a controversy between the 
Finance Commission and the administra- 
tion over Ignoring ,,| low bidders and 
awards without advertising. It was our 
position then and u remains unchanged 
thai our judgment is far better than that 

of Finance Commission members or ofl 
officials of the discredited Cong Govern- 
ment Association. 

"We built streets and Sidewalks in 

Boston last year and we plan to continue 
the work this year. The results speak 

for themselves and there is no occasion 

t"r me to offer any apology for the char- 

acter ol the paving work done in iicin. 

"And as for favoring eight particular 
contractors, i really wish that there were 
a smaller nqmber because we could then 
I be absolute!} guaranteed that ail con- 
tracts would be ,-ompieted | n strict ac- 
cordance With specifications."

Boston, with .1 population of 2,000,000 people. 

World prestige and the self-interest of these eJJlM and 
towns in the most populous area of the. United States require it. 

Size counts in this world of ours. 

The joint strength of a Greater Boston with a population 
of 2,000,000 can attract industry, can promote world trade, can 
acquire a more, complete recognition of its rights in national 
affairs than any one of these cities and towns acting as an in- 
dependent and separate, unit could achieve. 

The Greater Boston would avoid waste, and duplication of 

energy. 

The health of the people, for example, is a matter of com- 
mon concern. And how much better it would he to have the 
public health administerd, or an epidemic, combated, by an 
efficient, well-informed central council of health than by resort 
to the expenses and vagaries of a score of local health depart- 
ments without a common plan of their own! 

It is dangerous and wasteful that a man whose, house is 
burning must wait for the apparatus to come from his cwn city 
or town when there is a fine fire, station across the boundary a 
few rods away. 

In the same way, school, water and sewage, facilities could 
be joined and the convenience of the people accommodated with 
a saving of expense to them. 

Th'S merger Of interests and facilities with so many evident 
advantages -an be effected by a consolidation of the cities anr 
towns, W ?1 can be accomplished by the formation of a boart 
of policy, in which every city and town would have adequati 
representation without sacrifice of any of its inherent inde 
pendence and local pride. 

Mayor Curley and Professor Bnale of Harvard have botl 
presented plans for it tn the Legislature. 

The legislators will hear opposition to both plans, but they 
should be careful to detect whether the opposition is intended 
to be for benefit of the people as a whole or for the. benefit of 
local jobholders who fear that any merger might cause them 
the loss of their jobs.

Th« bill for the widening of Centre 
■* to tha RosllndsJe- Jamaica Plain 
section was advanced through all Its 
stages by the State Senate yesterday 
and passed to he engrossed. To ac- 
complish this the rules had to be sus- 
pended, which was done on motion of 
Senator Wragg of Needham. The bill 
amends the act of last year by re- 
moving the restrictions on the width 
of the street. 

The measure was later sent to the 
House, where It was given its first 
reading. 

The House of Represcntativeo passed 
to be engrossed the bill to authorize 
the town of Watertown to pay a por- 
tion of the cost of the erection of a 
memorial to the founders of the town. 

Tho Legislative Committee on Pub- 
lic Safety reported favorably yester- 
day afternoon on two bills of Repre- 
sentative Lewis R. Sullivan of Boston. 
One further regulates the speed of 
aiotor boats operated near bathing 
beachus, wharves, landings and 
anchorages by reducing the speed 
from 10 to oeven miles an hour. An- 
other bill prohibits the operation of 
motor boats by children under 16 
years of age.

City Foreman Asks Them Not to Use 
Household Drains For Mash 
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An appeal tu makers of home brew 
to dispose of the resultant mash by 
throwing it into ash barrels or other 
containers, instead of into household 
drains. was made by Robert J. 
Pumpnret, formats of the city sewor 
Division's Albany-st yard, this after- 
noon. 

Foreman Pumphret's superior, Di- 
vision Engineer Thomas F. Bowes, has 
moved in another direction, namely, 
through a petition filed yesterday in 
the Legislature by Judge T. R. Bllo- 
deau, the city's legislative , agent, 
•which it Is hoped will restrict this 
practice, so costly to the taxpayers at 
large. 

Makers of home brew Hi the popu- 
lous centers of the city, If 2 the North. 
South and West Ends, f-juth Boston, 
East Boston and Rjxbury, in ever-in- 
rrnatlnf numbers are getting rid of 
their mash by way of household drains. 

These drains somehow get the mash 
cut of the house. But the trouble for 
the city forces starts when the ma-sh 
gets stalled in the sewer manhole near- 
est the house where it is deposited. 
Here its weight and general unwieldl- 
nrss causes it to settle gradually at 
the bottom of the manhole. 

Weekly deposits: of thin substance 
pile up until finally the manhole out-

let to the main sewer-system is 
clogged, and the sewer, stagnated by 
this oderiferous load, Is out of com- 
mission altogether. 

Then the police or some Irate neigh- 
bor telephones the Albany-st yard and 
a group of la.borers. now assigned to 
this special duty. sure obliged to open 
the manhole and either dig or Hush out 
them mash. 

The high-powered fumes from the 
mash are not enjoyed by the work- 
men. The stuff just smells out loud, 
they say. They put long po!e3 Into 
I the mess, stir it up and. with a steady 
play of water through a hose at- 
tached to the nearest hydrant, man- 
age, after working several hours, to 
fret the manhole. 

Perhaps in n.nother month or WW 
this troublesome process must be re- 
peated on the same manhole. All till- 
trouble and extra cost would be avoid- 
td. foreman Pumphret. says, if home 
brewers would throw the mash in ttv: 
ash barrels and cvoer it with a sprln 
kling of ashes.

"An effort of a discredited organiza-

000. M the expiration of the year we 
had iiei n committed to work which

total contract ; for the year more than 

[W, 300,000, or more than twice the 

amount in any year in the previous 
history of the city." 

According to Commissioner Rourke

STOPPED DURING YEAR 

Awards for Injury Claims 
Ended With May6i's Aid 

Report Says It Had Grave Doubts 
About Liability of City in Cases 

A drive by the Boston Finance 
Commission against the unwarranted 
settlement of claims of persons al- 
leged to have been injured by de- 
fects In public highways, from which 
a certain class of people and a ''very 
few lawyers" were profiting by "ex- 
orbitant or unjustified awards," has 
resulted in the saving of about $100,- 
000 to the city of Boston already 
since January, 19.10, the commission 
sayg In Its annual report. 

The commission says of this mat- 
ter: "Protests had been made to the 
commission from time to time that 
settlements appeared unwarranted; 
that attorneys with influence were 
obtaining exorbitant or unjustified 
awards; that there was grave doubt 
of the defects named being the cause 
of the injuries paid for. and that a I 
certain class of persons was do- , 
liberately seeking defects to make > 
the basis of injury claims. 

Few Lawyers Involved 

"Examination of the list of lawyers 
obtaining settlements revealed that tho ' 
bulk of the settlements was distributed 
among a very few lawyers and that in- 
variably the.se lawyers were obtaining 
the settlements without, having to 
prove, in court the cause of the damago ' 
or the amount of it." A tabulation 
showed that the payments for .such 
claims reached the peak of $170,343 in 
1920, in Mayor Malcolm E. N 1 hols' ad- 
ministration. Mayor Curley and the 
commission, when Mr Curley took of- 
fice, agreed to end the policy of agree- 
ing to executions without trial. 

The commission went on to point 
out its services in tho correction of de- 
fects in handling other municipal af- 
fairs. Mayor Curley, in a letter to the ' 
commission, mentioned n --aving of

stanL and permanent checkup upon 
street construction work as urged by | 
the commission. 

A new policy, one of harmony with 
tho new officials of the administrative 
year of 1931. with use of the commis- 
sion's one weapon, publicity, where ad- 
ministrative officers refuse vo cooper- 
ate, was constructive and successful, 
the commission said. 

Contractors who sought to raise the 
prices for snow removal, to profit, by 
bids for water meters, intending to 
supply ones of poor quality and to 
profit, by a new kind of floor oil for 
which extravagant claims were made, 
were foiled by the commission, accord- 
ing to its report. 

In the matter of fire apparatus, for 
which $150,000 Is expended annually, 
the commission has recommended a 
new comrnitteo to decide whether Bos- 
ton shall maintain its practice of giv- 
ing a monopoly to one company. 
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Concerning this phase, the commission 

said: "It was found that Boston pays 
i higher price and obtains less than 
other cities and also that manufac- 
turers were successfully competing 
with the concern that has had a 
monopoly of Boston sales." • 

Correction of administration at tho

GIVEN IN CASH AND 
ORDERS FOR SUPPLIES 

The $275,149.75 paid out of the 
city treaaury in the first two weeks 
of this year for relief was in the form 
of cash and orders for food on 
grocery stores and on fuel firms for 
coai. During the similar period of 
1925 it was only $168,812; in 1928 
it reached $178,181; in 1929 it was 
$196,726, and last year $238,353. 
Orders for food and fuel, and some- 
times other necessaries, are given to 
the poor, it was explained, where 
there is a possibility that the cash will 
be used for other purposes by the ap- 
plicant before he reaches home.

Cambridge Petition 

Defending his six administrations of 
the city's affairs Former Mayor Edward 
W. Quinn of Cambridge denied, before 
the committee, that the city is "broke" 
and expressed the wish ilia*, a. "more 
thorough investigation of tho city's fi- 
nancial condition could, be made by a 
source not connected with tho city." 

Former Mayor Quinn was speaking on 
a petition of Mayor Richard M. Russell 
for legislation to change tho financial 
year. After this year the city's financial 
year, the bill provides, would begin Jan. 
1 and end Hoc. 81, 

"The Impression that the city Is broke 
is all rot," Mr. Quinn stated. He had 
not Intended to speak on Mayor Russell's 
hill, but desired to be of assistance to tho 
Legislature. The speaker felt that peo- 
ple should be encouraged to come and live 
in the city rather than having "slam:; 
in the newspapers" about conditions. 

Former Mayor Quinn further informed 
the committee that at some times during 
his administrations tliere might have 
been a deficit In appropriations but added 
"they were always met. 1 never dodged 
the situation in any year of my six ad- 
ministrulioiis." 

.Mayor Russell headed the group of 
speakers urging favorable action on tho 
measure, wnich, in addition to changing 
the financial .year, provides for the rais-

: cement than was required. 

Another $100,000 was saved, I "> re- 
port sajb, through breaking up of an old 

ring of favored lawyers, who in the past 
* bad been able to settle questionable 
claims for damages against the city with. 
out the necessity of going to court. 

But with all its CO-operatiOn, the Fi- 
nance Commission noted thai it had been 
forced on occasion to oppose the city au- 
thorities, it succeeded in cutting Mayor 
Cm-lev's street program from $10,000,000 
to $15 000,000. and it slashed the school 

building program from 116,000.000 to 
$8,800,000. 

The report disclosed that probably for 
the first time In the history of the city, 
the mayor appealed to the Finance Com- 
mission for guidance before awarding 
city contracts, Commenting on these 
appeals, the report rtated: 

"An attempt Was made by certain con 

tractors to obtain a higher price for »now 
removal than the contracts which had 

already been made committed the city 

to pay, on the ground that these prices 

would allow a reasonable profit. 

"At the request of the mayor, the com- 
mission therefore made an analysis of 
11,.. bids. This revealed that the prices 
,,f tl, e existing contracts were in each 
case sufficient to net the contractor a 
profit, The mayor thereupon accepted 
the commission's recommendation that 
the Contract prices remain unchanged.

tracts the Finance Commission reported: 
! "Another undertaking by the commis- 
sion during the past year, of much Im- 
portance to the taxpayers and very sat- 
isfactory in results, wus the inspection of 



street construction work while the worn 
was in process. This was an innovation 
for the commission. Two inspectors 
watched the daily progress of construc- 
tion work, checking execution with sped- 
Meat Ion and reporting immediately va- 
riations from written specifications, it 
followed that the city got the pavement 
that It contracted for and contractors 
were prevented from obtaining pay- 
ments to which they were not entitled." 

Reporting on iis Investigation of fake 
claims against the city, the commission 
informed the Legislature: 

'For some years the commission has 
been keeping track of settlements made 
by the city law department with lawyers 
for persons who claimed to have suffered 
Injury from defects In the public high- 
ways. Protest had been made by the 
commission from time to time that set- 
i tlements appeared unwarranted; thai at- 
( torneys with influence were obtaining ex- 
orbitant or un.'., stifled awards; that there 
was grave doubt of the defects named be- 
ing tin? cause of injuries paid for- .and 
that a certain (lass of persons was delib- 
erately seeking detects to make the basis 
of Injury claims. 

"Examination of the list of lawyers 
obtaining settlements revealed that lie 
bulk of the settlements was distributed 
amone ;i vfM v few lawyers and that in- 
variably these lawyers were obtaining 
the settlements without having to prove 
in oourl the cause of the damage or the 
amount of il. 

in the month of January, IMO, 

Settlements reached a number and 
nine never before approached in 
moil Hi. A new corporation counsel 
then appointed. The commission, believ- 
ing ii was time for drastic action, ar- 
ranged for a conference with the mayor 
and the new counsel, at which the facts 
as gathered by the commission were 
spread before the neto officials. Imme- 
diately orders were given by the mayor 
to end the policy of agreeing to execu- 
tions without trial. As a result, the

Another emergency ^ard, with a ca- 
pacity of .",( hedF, will be opened at 
City Hospital today, to relieve the over- 
crop dec! condition which has existed at 
the. institution since the beginning of 
winter. It will bo the third ward to bo 
re-opened in the old medical building, 
which was closed several months ago 
wl\en the new medical building was 
completed. 

At present there arc UJ7 patients at 
the hospital, about L'ljT more than can 
he comfortably cared for. The heavy 
influx of patients has resulted In the 
early discharge of others during con- 
valescence and has necessitated the em- 
ployment of cots in practically all of 
the wards. The extra work, moreover, 
I has taxed the strength of those eon- 
I neeted with the hospital and several

Tnero was silence in the crowded cham- 
ber until Chairman Hurley provided the 
electric; thrill by the announcement that 
the second petition also had been thrown 
jut of court. 

The crowd, which quickly gave vent 
to its enthusiasm by the cheers lor 
Mayor Curley, took the hint that it was 
the mayor who had interceded in their 
behalf. One young woman waved a 
small American (lag over the edge of 
the gallery and continued to cheer, A 
dozen or more young women, all Italians, 
kept company in her gladsome refrain. 
Men threw their hats into the air and 
shouted all manner of gibes at the peti- 
tioner's representatives. 

It was ten minutes or more before the 
crowd began to file out "of the gallery. 
Even then they did not want to leave 
the scene. They would have had a merry 
time congratulating the three, members 
of the street commissioners could they 
have located them. But the officials beat 
a hasty retreat through a side door and 
wen> in their offices in the annex before 
the shouting had died away. 

Captain King and his officers gave

Big Loan Program 
Is Quickly Passed 

The Boston City Council made quick 
work of the mayor's loan budget at yes- 
terday'a session. The program submitted 
to the council a week ago, emphasizing 
the unemployment situation, received 
little debate. One of the most important 
items was that of $300,000 for a three- 
story brick addition to the public welfare 
building on Chardon street, haste being 
deemed necessary in view of the opera-

July i. 

Approval was given for the expendi- 
ture of $200,000 in the construction of a

For tin- construction of bridges the 
council approved loan orders totaling 
$256,000, of winch $175,000 will be used to 
replace the Morton-street bridge at Dor- 
chester, and $75,000 will go into the new 
Shawmut avenue railroad bridge. 

Finally the council approved $ 1 50,000 
for Improvements at six playgrounds, al- 
lowing $25,000 for each, to provide bleach- 
ers, locker buildings and playing fields. 
As soon as the weather permits, work-: 
men will start the improvements at ihe 
Stanley A. Ringer playground, lirighton;

COUNCIL COMMITTEE 
PASSES LOAN ORDERS 

Four Departments of City 
to Share $2,000,000 

New Sewers, City H ospltal , Lib raries 

and Long Island Building Approved 

Loan orders for more than $2,000,000, 
divided among four city departments,. 
were approved by the Committee on' 
Finance of the Boston City Council 
yesterday. 

The orders include $1,000,000 for sew- 
ers. $813,000 for Immediate expansion 
and Improvement at. Boston City Hos- 
pital $200,000 for branch libraries in 
the Faneuil district of Brighton, and 
the Envision district of Jamaica Plain, 
and $2u0,OC0 for a recreation building at 
Lung Island Hospital. The last order 
carries out the promise, of Mayor Cur- 
ley, made on his Christmas visit to the 
inmates of the, hospital. 

Chairman Joseph P. Manning of the 
board of trustees of the hospital out- 
lined construction projects, which will 
not disturb the patients at the hospi- 
tal, now overcrowded. Certain projects 
authorized last year cannot be under- 
taken until the number of patients 
drops to normal, he said. 

The projects are: Modernizing the 
Lamont G. Burnham Memorial Build- 
ing, $86,000; erection of an electrical 
distribution center, $86,000; equipment 
of new laundry building, $12$, 000; ad- 
dition ot $11,000 to last, year's con- 
struction figures of 51" 1,000; new 
kitchen and refrigerating system, $342,- 
O00; remodeling of the present laun- 
dry into a centralised supply depot, 
$60,000; new ambulance station, in the 
event that housing facilities for ambu- 
lances are not provided in new laundry 
building, 130,060. 

Authorization for the expenditure of 
$572,000 for a children's pavilion was 
given last year but plans call for $74,- 
000 additional and an extra. l',i stories. 
It, is one of the buildings that must 
await a return to a normal number of 
patients. 

Chairman Frank W. Buxton of the 
library trustees recommended the 
branch library locations and said that. 
he trustees consider 32 branch libraries 

ample. 

Public Works Commissioner Rourke 

presented a list, of streets where, sew- 
■■is are needed at the present time, and 
•stimated the. oost at $2,200,000. Sewer 
demands, he said, are increasing so 
rapidly that the customary $1,000,000 
impropriation is not. enough to do the 
work that should bo done. 

Commissioner James E. Maguire ex- 
plained that 683 male inmates at Bong

The new 
building will provide sufficient space 
for men and women Inmates to attend 
Hiecial entertainments.

AN oil company wished to establish a storage plant at Bos- 
ton. The capacity needed was 1,830,000 barrels. Only 
certain locations could be used because of transportation anc 
other problems. The'company found the site it wanted at 100 
Border street, East Boston, and applied for a permit to estab- 
lish the plant. 

A hearing was to have been held before the board of street 
commissioners. The company was to present its case and then 
residents of East Boston were to be heard in protest against 
the establishment of the storage plant. But, many residents 
of the district raised such a commotion at the meeting that the 
company's case could not be heard. So riotous Aid the gath- 
ering become that Chairman Hurley had to adjourn the meet- 
ing. The crowd then marched boisterously to City Hall. It 
accused city officials and newspapers of having been bribed. 
It made itself generally ridiculous. 

Subsequently, calmer persons, more representative of East 
Boston, must have shown these folks the folly of their ways. 
A second hearing was given yesterday, at which the company 
presented its case. East Boston was well represented among 
the spectators. The meeting was orderly. When the company 
had concluded its presentation, Chairman Hurley announced 
that the permit would not be granted. The objectors did not 
even have to present their side of the case. 

The oil company was completely within its rights in ask- 
ing for the permit.

4'.- to 13 years of age. attend classes 
and that, 67 of the buildings are not 
equipped with artificial iight.s. 

The council gave indication that 
Mayor Curley 'r, program will not en- 
jounter stiff opposition by giving quick 
ipproval to every project which has 
ieen favored by council eotnittees. The

Project Expected to Mean 
Boon to Real Ewlate Develop- 
ment in South End 



By mayoral approval today of an order 
of the Street Commission lor the widen- 
ing of Arlington street. South End, from 
Piedmont street to Arlington square, at 
a cost of approximately $500,000, city 
officials are sanguine of the city's offer- 
ing a very distinct impetus to real estate 
development over a wide section. 

Arlington street's improvement has 
been in the air for years, or since the 
time the street was extended from Boyl- 
ston street during the administration of 
the late Mayor Collins. Two years or 
'more ago. when the Consolidated fas 
Company erected its $1,000,000 building 
at the corner of Arlington street and 
Columbus avenue, the company agreed 
to a setback and the Street Commission 
immediately established the new line. 

There was an implied promise with 
the Gas Company that the entire widen- 
ing 1 would go through at the earliest op- 
portunity. Mayor Nichols could not find 
the necessary money, but Mayor Cu.-ley 
has assented to the improvement with 
the conviction that the city will richly 
benefit. That portion of Arlington street 
is now sixty feet in width and the widen- 
ing will mean a seventy-foot street. It 
will be necessary to rebuild the bridge 
over the Boston & Albany tracks to con- 
form to the new street line, at an esti- 
mated cost of $10(1,000.

East Boston Tunnel Mayor Urges School

At least 40 traffic policemen will 
control the motion of vehicles in the 
$16,000,000 East Boston tunnel, ac- 
cording to detail plans for the under- 
harbor tube, presented yesterday to 
Mayor Curley for approval by Chair- 
man Thomas F. Sullivan of the Bos- 
ton transit department.

Along the length of the tunne! from 
North square in the market district to 
'.entral (quart, East Boston, will run a 
rail-enclosed platform for patrolling 
police and inspectors, who will direct 
traffic and call emergency wagons to 
haul out disabled vehicles. Beside the 
platform will be stored the fire fighting 
squlpmant. 

Beneath the roadway will he installed 
a duct to draw In fresh air and above 
the ceiling will be another duct to let 
nut the foul air, while at the sides will 
he further conduits to hold wires for 
public service corporations, the fire and 
police MBnal systems and numerous 
other wires used In the operation of the 
tunnel. 

Huge blowers and fans will be In- 
stalls in 10-story buildings at either 
end of the tube The blowing equip- 
ment will drive fresh air through the 
lower duct at the rate of fit) miles an 
hour, while suction fans withdraw the 
foul air through the upper duct.

Mayor Jbmes M. Curley, yesterday, 
In a communication to City Clerk 
Doyle, relative to the resolve of the 
City Council urging < .rly payment in 
cash of adjusted compensation, ex- 
preBsed the opinion that payment of 50 
percent of It at this time would not 
only provide for the present needs of 
veterans, but in addition would prove 
a most potential factor in the revival 
of business. 

The Mayor's letter was as follows: 
"It will be argued that the payment 
of the adjusted compensation in full Is 
too great a burden for the Federal 
Government to assume at the present 
time, and to this conclusion I agree, 
believing that the payment of 50 per- 
cent of the amount would not only 
provide for the present needs of the 
service men, but In addition would 
prove a most potential lactor In the 
revival of business, since, in all proba- 
bility, the major portion of the $1,500,- 
000,000 to be paid would speedily be 
exchanged for commodities needed by 
the ex-service men and their families. 



Washingtoh Viewpoint 

"It Is extremely dihicult to under- 
stand the Washington viewpoint of 
the preventable industrial depression 
that has been permitted in America 
during the last year. America did 
not hesitate to advance some $27,000,- 
000,000 to the various Nations of the 
world during the recent war, and the 
impression is gradually being accepted 
that, were we subjects of Belgium 
rather than American citizens, our 
wants would be provided for 

"There is little difference, so far 
as the citizen and his family is con- 
cerned, between an economic war and 
a war of conquest, but apparently 
those in authority at Washington fall 
to comprehend the ferocity of the In- 
dustrial warfare that has been in 
progress during the past year II j.

The aver- 
age citizen finds it impossible by anv 
application of logic, to understand whv 
mil ions of men are denied the oppor- 
tunity for a livelihood in the richest 
and most prosperous country In th« 
world and particularly at a time when 
the fiduciary institutions of the N» 
tlon are more abundantly ■ eupT,i| ed " 
with funds than «u any previous time!

NOW DELEGATES TOO 
MUCH OF ITS DUTIES 



Much Waste and Inef 
ficiency Under Pres- 
ent Methods 



To end v. hat it terms the regma 
ot waste, extravagance and ineft'i 
ciency in the Boston school system 
the finance commission's special sur 
vey committee, following an investi- 
gation made during the past eight 
months, last night recommended tin 
centralization ot authority and re- 
sponsibility in the school committee. 

School committees during the past 
30 years have been delegating their 
rights to various boards, commissions 
and administrative officials so that it 
is difficult at the present time to trace 
responsibihy to any definite foun- 
tain head, according to the fust in- 
stallment of the report which WSS 

made public by Chairman Frank A. 

Goodwin oi the finance commission. 

Sensational among the findings of the 
Investigators was the charge that ths 
lohool committee had exceeded its au- 
thority in delegating to .Miss Ellen M, 
Cronin, its stiiuo secretary, powers and 
responsibility which make he,- ■■the 
chief administrative official" ot the en- 
tire school system. 

To clip her wings so thai she will no 
longer hold the "key position" In the 
schools, the Finance Commission wilt 
urge upon the legislature the necessity 
of adopting legislation restricting her 
duties to that of secrstary ot the school 
committee alone. 

Serving as I secretary of the school 

committee, secretary of the hoard ot 
superintendents, secretary of tin- super- 
intendent, secretary of the board of 
apportionment and member of Hie trial 
hoard, .Miss Cronin, the survey commit- 
tee protested is (tins "brought into 

Intimate and somewhat confidential re- 
lations with all the administrative 
members, is made acquainted with the 
proceedings and purposes of the entire 
organization, and thus becomes morn 
familiar than any oilier Official with 
the entire system. 

"As a natural consequence the sec- 
retary becomes. In effect, the chief ad- 
ministrative Official. It is to the secre- 
tary that all others must go to ascer- 
tain the renl situation facing any pro- 
posed action, to learn how to get around 
any obstacle, to obtain information of 
any kind, or to secure assitance, cleri- 
cal or otherwise." 



Would Abolish Boards 

Abolition of various boards and the 
restriction of the powers of other 
school officials have been Urged by 
the survey committee in its report for 
the purpose of returning the responsi- 
bility to the sehool committee and to 
Dr. Jeremiah K. Burke, superintendent 
of schools. 

The power of the superintendent, ac- 
cording to the report, was reduced to 
a minimum by the creation of the board 
of superintendents, consisting of him- 
self and six assistant superintendents, 
giving him but one vote in seven. 

So the survey committee has recom- 
mended that the board of superintend- 
ents be abolished. They would not be 
removed from the city payroll, but 
would resume their original duties as 
mere supervisors and assistants to the 
superintendent. 

Would Abolish Commissions 

The unpaid Board of Commissioners 
of School lluildings, created only a 3 eat- 
ago, would also he abolished, if Hie 
recommendations of lb.' survey com- 
mittee should be adopted by t lie Legis- 
lature, to return their authority to the 

BChOOl committee. This board com- 
prises Chairman Richard J. Banc witli 
Commissioners Stephen "W. S'eeper and 

fames t. Mortarty, serving without 

pay.

In opening its report the committee 
stated that it desired to offer "con- 
structive" rather than "destructive" 
criticism, and hoped to "strengthen" 
rather than shake the confidence of the 
public in the schools by a frank descrip- 
tion of existing conditions, which were 
so complex as to make it "difficult to 
see the forest because of the trees." 

"The two curious and outstanding fea- 
tures" found by the survey committee 
were reported to he "the ingenious and 
elusive way in Which responsibility is 

nullified and the loose way in which 
public funds are committed to the 
school committee*" 

Claiming that "responsibility divided 
is responsibility dissipated," the com- 
mittee criticised the law which divided 
the control of the schools between two 
co-ordinate boards, "a school commit- 
tee to appropriate the funds and ad- 
minister the schools, and a board of 
school building commissioners to alter 
.and repair schoolhousss and to build, 
furnish and equip new schoolhousss, 
expending nil moneys appropriated by 
the school committee for these pur- 
poses." 

School Committee Criticised 
The report protested against the law 
which established the board of super- 
intendents, "which exercises much of 
the authority of the school committee; 
and by requiring the appointment as 
executive officers a business manager. 
a secretary (whose duties are much 
iimrc administrative than the title sug- 
gests), and a superintendent of schools, 
all independent of one another. 

Pointing out that the superintendent 

is appointed for hut six years -and the 
'others for life, the report Stated that 
"If either position is superior i n au- 
thority, thai superiority is not obvious

Plan Offers Only Hope foi 

Port of Boston, Mayor 

Says in Letter 

FAILS TO MENTION 

MERGER OF LINES 
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Van Sweringen and B. & 0. 
Only Two Not Represented 
Here Now, He Points Out 



Admission Of thl four main trunk 
railroads to New England on a directly 
Competitive basis was ui-Rcci by Mayor 
Curley yesterday as the beet solution of 
the railroad problem of thl* region. 

In his initial contribution to Hie dis- 
cussion, the mayor declared thai In 
view of the influence already exercised 
here variously on the principal New i 
England roads by two of the trunk lines | 
-the Pennsylvania and the New York 
Central — it becomes essential in the in- 
terests nf open competition to throw 
ppefi the New England territory to I lie 
two remaining big trunk lines 'he 
Van Sweringen system and the Balti- 
more <fc Ohio. 

CONTAINS NO 1)1. TAILS 
The mayor's views were contained in 
a letter to the ihainnan Of the New 
England Oovernors' railroad committee, 
Holland H. Spaulding, former Governor 
of New Hampshire. The question of 
the future status of New England's 
railroads, chiefly a,s to whether or not 
they should undergo consolidation, has 
been the subject of close study by this 
committee for more than a vear. 

Although they envisaged linking up 
the New England roads with the trunk 
lines, the mayor's recommendations 
contained no specific detail of the par- 
ticular manner In which (hie should 
he accomplished. 

His letter to Chairman Spaulding fol- 
lows in part: 

During this period of investiga- 
tion by your committee, some of the 
main trunk lines of the eastern 
part of the country have been very- 
active in forcing the issue as to 
what the transportation facilities 
of New England shall be. The 
Pennsylvania railroad is credited 
with having acquired working con- 
trol of the Boston <fc Maine rail- 
road and the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad. The New 



York Central owns and controls, 
and has for many years owned and 
controlled the Boston <fc Albany 
railroad. So, at the present time, 
the main railroad lines of New 
England are In the hands of out- 
side Interest! and these interests 
are concerned primarily with the 
development of ports outside New 
England which are in very keen 
competition with the port of Bos- 
ton. 

If New England ll to receive any 
comfort or relief it must take action 
at once for lis own protection. 

The Pennsylvania railroad has 
for it.s objective the building tffl 
of the port of Philadelphia. The 
Van Sweringen system has for its 
objective the building up of the 
port of Norfolk. The New York 
Central lines have always been 
chiefly concerned with the develop- 
ment of the port nf New York. 
The Baltimore 4i Ohio railroads 
leading interest is in the port of 
Baltimore. All these lines have ag- 
gressive interest In competing for 
the business of New York but not 
one of these lines has New England 
ports for its objective. 

If New England and its industries 
aie to be developed, indeed if we 
are not to retrogress, the present 
trunk lines now controlling the rail- 
road facilities m New England. 
namely, the Pennsylvania railroad 
and the New York Central, must 
and should have competitive lines 
In our territory, if these two lines 
have no competition, then clearly 
New England will remain as it is 

today— an outlying district served 
oniv'bv branch line railroads which 

seek to secure from New England 

whatever they can. but in return 

refuse to help in its upbuilding. A 
promise of relief from that situa- 
tion would consist of bringing in 
trunk lines, it that to possible. 
whtrh will make Boston and this 
territory their chief objective. 
That, however, is probably difficult 

of accomplishment at the present 

time, and in fare of that rlrrum- 

stance the next best thing we can 

hope for is to bring in the Van 
Sweringen system and the Balti- 
more <V Ohio to place them in ac- 
tive competition with the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad and the New York 
Central. 
SHOULD ENCOURAGE DBStM 
1 am reliably informed that the 
Van Sweringen interests are very 
anxious to mug ineir system into 
New England, m my opinion your 

committee should encourage '.hat 
rii ire and as mayor of Boston I 

propose to do everything that lies 

within my power to encourage their 
coming hew. If the Baltimore ft 
Ohio interests evidence a like rtc-

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ANOTHER SURVEY 



Are -ve due for another altercation over the 
elimination of waste and extravagance in the 
building and repair of schoolhouses? The 
method on which we depend for a long-needed 
reform was proposed by a school survey com- 
mission less than two years ago. The neces- 
sary legislation passed the General Court, in 
May. 1920. The people voted on it by referen- 
dum only fifteen months ago. Louis K. Rourke, 
the new superintendent of construction, who 
took office the last day of 1929, ha.s been oper- 
ating the new plan only thirteen months. 

Now comes the report of another survey 
committee appointed by the finance commis- 
sion which tells us that the new plan is all 
wrong. Naturally the first thing to occur to the 
ordinary citizen is that a system which has 
been tried for less than a year and a month 
has not had much chance to make good, 
although as a matter of fact it has accom- 
plished an astonishing amount of good work. 

The exact language of the new report is 
decidedly interesting. If agrees with the former 
commission, of which Judge Michael H. Sullivan 
and President Lowell were members, that the 
old schoolhouse commission plan was an 
"anomalous dual system." We are told that the 
"immediate effect of the change was beneficial." 
Red tape was eliminated. Repairs were expe- 
dited. But "delay and waste on the one hand 
and inefficiency and extravagance on the other 
did not cease." The operating force of the 
old schoolhouse department is "still intact" and 
"retains its old habits." "Unsavory purchasing 
incidents persist." The school committee still 
"vacillates" and there are "costly defects" in 
the planning of high and intermediate build- 
ings. 

The report concedes that "there probably 
always will be reason for criticism" a.- to the 
construction and maintenance of school build- 
ings. Is thert any plan In sight which Will 
produce lees criticism than the one now in use? 
The report, agrees that the defects which it 
points out, can be overcome. Can these not be 
cured then by the set-up now in use? Surpris- 
ing is the statement that Incidents character- 
ized as "unsavory" will -persist until there are 
some changes in personnel" and that "the super- 
intendent of construction should be free to re- 
organize the operating force he inherited." Has 
he no discretion in such matters now? 

The fact, not mentioned by the survey Is that 
these departmental forces are amenable to 
civil service rules, It will be news to Mr. Rourke 
and to the members of the earlier survey if, 
aside from these limitations, he h;<s no power 
over personnel. Another (act overlooked is that 
in the past year for the first time there has 
been a notable reduction m the number of 
portable school buildings, and that more build- 
ing and repairing have been done and at. 
smaller expense than in mnny a year bef.ire. 
This present building system was proposed 
by the earlier survey in the light of a record 
that, goes back more than seventy years. We 
have had the city council building schools. We 
have had an unwieldy school commit tee of 
tvventy-flv^ members with a building sub-co. li- 
mit tee for each school district. We have had 
a schoolhouse commission appointed by the 
mayor and financed by the school committee. 
And we have had various other schemes for 
varying periods of time. 

We also have had politics and wirepulling. 



the manipulation of the power of the purse for 
private ends, intolerable waste and delay. The 
idea in adopting the present system in to get 
the scnoolbuilding business cut of politics. 
Hence the creation of the new schoolhouse 
commission of three members to which the 
finance commission's survey objects as a di- 
vision of responsibility. Of the three members, 
the mayor names one, the school coinmiitee 
names the second, and the two choose the 
third. If within thirty rays the two make no 
choice then t lie Governor namrs the third 
member. These three men appoint the super- 
intendent of construction. The intention is to 
make him as independent of "influence" and 
"pull" as it is possible for a public official to be. 
An engineer of tried and proved worth has now 
that responsible position. How a better plan 
could be devised for the ejection of politics from 
the schoclbuilding business is hard to see. 

We are simply piling Pelion on Ossa. The 
school committee initiated a valuable survey of 
our entire school layout. Some of the recom- 
mendations of their report have been adopted, 
but none has been long in effect. Now we have 
in instalments the report rf another survey, 
undertaken at the direction of the finance com- 
mission, by a body of three men, a former 
superintendent, of the Waltham school-, a 
former member of the General court who is 
a contractor and has built, schools, and an 
engineer. 

The new report as far ns now available is 
an able and well-written document. It should 
have wide attention. But it appears to be a 
wort of supererogation. Let it, be remembered 
that we are getting the views of the .survey now 
and not necessarily of the finance commission. 
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ton or else their budget must Be in- 
flated in every Item to take care of 
the variations that constantly recur 
in every municipality. The cities 
attempting to have too great item- 
ization either have to give authority 
to transfer to some one official or 
constantly pass transfer orders, 
which means making the budget 
once and remaking it scores, or in 
som» cases, hundreds of times. To 
me, the report showing the pro- 
posed expenditure, as found in de- 
tailed estimates, if carried out sub- 
stantially should be satisfactory to 
any legislative body, for surely no 
greater detailed picture can be ex- 
pected." 

It Is my opinion that the busi- 
ness manager is to be congratulated 
rather than criticised for his effici- 
ency in budgetary procedure. 

It will be indeed unfortunate if 
the Boston public should get the 
impression that this report repre- 
sents the views of the finance com- 
mission, composed of five members 
appointed by the Governor. What 
the public is reading now in serial 
form is only the report of time 
paid investigators, given piecemeal 
to the press, and the press only by 
the chairman of the finance com- 
mission. We have still to hear from 
the four other members of the 
finance commission. 



BOSTON SCHOOL 
EXPENSES SOAR 

Fin Com Reports 31 P. C. 

of City's Payments for 
Education 



The school portion of Hi" rity's ex- 
penditure has Increased from 22 per , 
cent, in 1910 to 31 per cent, In .930. 

About 80 per cent, of the salary list. 
goes to persons who arc doing some- 
tiling other than OX UJ addition to 

teaching. 

Bostons overhead for schools in 1928 
amounted to a little over 4 per cent, 
as against a little over 3 per cent, lor 
Detroit; a little less than 3 per cent, tor 
Philadelphia. San Francisco and Cleve- 
land and onlv 2 per cent, for New York. 

The ebove are three of tie conclu- 
sions reached by the finance commis- 
sion following its detailed investiga- 
tion Of the Boston school system. 

The commission declares' tint the 
terms of the law under which the school 
committee receives funds to carry on 
its work is very confusing. The report 
reads, in part: 

"The principal source of funds for 
Boston schools is such taxation as the 
state Legislature authorizes On the 
theory that public education is noi a 
pan, of municipal government, but. is a 
separate function of society, i :hool 
funds are in many cities set. apart, the 

Legislature attempting to determine 

what, proportion of public taxation shall 
be devoted to this purpose. An exam- 
ination Of the financial history of the 

school department reveals that this 



GREATER BOSTON COSTS 

In all the discussion of the various Greater 
Boston proposals, there ha* been little if any 
real study of the question in terms of the rela- 
tive costs of government among the forty-three 
cities and towns concerned. Now comes the 
first instalment of actual figures prepared by 
the joint committee on municipal finance of the 
chamber of commerce and the Boston Real 
Estate Exchange. Such tabulations doubtless 
seem dry as dust to the majority, but as In this 
rase they often contain farts of great, Im- 
portance for all of US, The more widely such 
facts are distributed and discussed, the better. 
Thus far the debate has been more academic 
than realistic. 

Hew do the expenses of operation of the 
forty-two governments around Boston compare 
with the cost of Boston's government? 

Notice first that two-fifths of the population 
of the metropolitan district live in Boston and 
three-fifths In the thirteen suburban cities and 
twenty-nine suburban towns, making a total 
population of nearly 2.000.000. Certainly it. is a 
notable fact, that the costs of the general gov- 
ernments of Boston and of these forty-two en- 
circling communities are in exactly the same 
ratio, 40 per cent, and 60 per cent. No argu- 
ment respecting excessive overhead expenses 
seems to apply cither way. 

Another similar relation compels attention. 
Boston has a little more than half the total 
assessed valuation of property in the metropoli- 
tan district, and the other forty-two community 
have a little less than half. The figures are re- 
spectively $1,950,186,600 and $1,921,259,411. The 
ratics arc 50.4 and 49.6 per cent. Yet the Boston 
land area is less than a ninth that of the sub- 
urbs. Now the total maintenance charges in the 
city and outside are in almost the same exact 
ratios, 51 and 49 per cent. The cost of upkeep 
in Boston for charities, schools, libraries, police 
and fire protection, highways, health, pensions, 
and so through the list, including the general 
government costs referred to above, was $50,- 
195.771, and for the forty-two other communities 
$43,249,664. This means that, the unified central 
city and the forty-two suburbs under separate 
jurisdictions have just about fhe same ratios of 
maintenance costs to taxable valuation, about 
2' • per cent. In each case. 

It. is when the costs of the separate functions 
of their governments are examined that dis- 
parities appear. Boston has an extensive pen- 
sion system for rlty employes. For eery $100 
expended ior this purpose by the suburbs and 
Die city, the city spends $61 and the suburbs 
only $19. Stated in similar manner, Boston 
spends $67 for charities and hospitals, and the 
suburbs 133. For recreation. Boston spends $59 
and the forty-two communities $41. In several 
other departments there is a more equal divi- 
sion, thus: for libraries $53 and $47, for health 
and sanitation $52 and $43, for fire and police 
services $52 and $43. For schools the suburbs 
lead 'vith $53 to $47, and for highways also by 
$57 and $43. 

In the one remaining rategory, the ratio Is 
heavily against Boston. The city has a net debt 
of $103,016,352, and the forty-two suburbs have 
aggregate net indebtedness of $63,923,313. The. 
ratios are 62 per rent, and 38 per cent. But we 
are reminded that this comparison is not. alto- 
gether just, for about $45,000,000 of the Boston 
debt Is for "the rapid transit debt, which, while 
an obligation of the city, is self-supporting.'' 
Take this item out and the Boston debt would 
fall below that of the suburbs.

Facts and Unfair" — Fin Com Head Defends 

Segregated Budget as Recommended 



A report from the finance commis- 
sion's expert committee showing in- 
creasing costs of Boston's public school 
system yesterday caused Chairman 
Joseph J. Hurley of the school com- 
mittee to make a personal attack on 
Chairman Prank A. Goodwin of the 
finance commission which included a 
charge that the committee's findings 
are "outrageously at variance with the 
facts." 

The statement of the committee, the 
second instalment of a long report fol- 
lowing an exhaustive Investigation of 
the Boston schools, emphasized the lack 
of a segregated budget. This provoked 
immediate controversy between Hurley 
and Goodwin. 

Hurley quoted from a letter written 
by Theodore N. Waddell, state director 
of accounts to indicate Waddcll's ap- 
proval of the committee's budget sys- 
tem. Gsiodwin at once replied with a 
statement asserting that Hurley had 
suppressed portions or Waddcll's letter 
showing the state director favors a 
segregated budget. 

TAX LIMIT INCREASED 

Tile report of the finance commis- 
sion's committee reviewed the limit law 
for appropriating power, saying that be- j 
ginning with 1918 the Legislature pro- ' 
vlded that the schools should have a 
tax limit for each year, distinct from 
other departments. Nine times since 
then the limit has beer increased. At 
present the school department has nine 
different limits, or a total of $9.21 per 
11000 hi valuation. 

The report argues that the main pur- 
pose of specifying the several amounts 
for special uses apparently WW to fix 
a maximum beyond which expenditures 
for the several objects should not go. "It 
would appear natural to fix a maximum 
and trust that the school committee 
would keep within the limits thus set," 
the report says. "If it did govern Its 
action on 'his principle, since it could 
not exceed and should seldom come out 
precisely even, there would usually be 
some balance under each of the several 
heads, which having been raised by tax- 
ation should properly go to reduce the 
amount to be so raised in the following 
year. If, however, it was the intention 
to limit expenoitures to the sums and 
l.he purposes thus specified, that inten- 
tion is nullified by the law." 

Therefore, the report states, "It thus 
becomes lawful for the school committee 
not only to expand one department at 
the expense of another, but to use in- 
come and balances to expand the fixed 
charges of following years. These pro- 
vision encourage the practice of exceed- I 
Ing the limits which the law ostensibly 
sets." 

Balances of appropriations and In- 
come, if any, are carried over, not al- 
ways to the same appropriation, but 
frequently to provide for expansion or 
increase in other Items, Lie report says. 
Money authorized for repairs and al- 
terations and not used in the year of 
authorization, has been used in the fol- 
lowing year to Increase salaries of edu- 
cational officials. 



LUMP APPROPRIATIONS 

In discussing budgetary procedure, the 
investigation committee prefaces its re- 
marks by stating that Boston stands 
alone of all the large cities of the coun- 
try, and alone of the municipal depart- 
ments of the city In making Its ap- 
propriations for school purposes by the 
lump sum method. The school com- 
mittee appropriates in 10 items, each a 
lump sum, to cover 10 classes of ex- 
penditure, five of the Hems absorbing 
95 per cent, of the total maintenance 
appropriation 

The committee points out these con- 
clusions: 

The school portion of the city's 
expenditure has Increased from 22 
per cent, in 1910 to 31 per cent. In 
1930. 

About 30 per cent, of the salary 
list goes to persons who are doing 
something other than or in addi- 
tion to teaching. 

Boston's overhead for schools in 
1928 amounted to a little over 4 per 
cent, as against a little over 3 per 
cent, for Detroit; a little less than 
3 per cent, for Philadelphia, San 
Francisco and Cleveland and only 
2 per cent, for New York. 

"VERSATILE MR. GOODWIN" 

Mr. Hurley's reply follows in part: 

One finds it hard to follow Mr. 
Goodwin. Last week the versatile 
chairman of the finance commission 
was on the front page of tae news- 
papers attacking a State House of- 
ficial. On Wednesday morning he 
was on the front page with the 
first instalment of the school sur- 
vey "book of the month." On 
Thursday morning he was on the 
front page in the matter of auto- 
mobile insurance rates. And on 
Thursday afternoon he is again on 
the front page with the second In- 
stalment of the serial. One hesi- 
tates to speak because of the fact 
that the book is coming out in In- 
stalments and gives rise to the sus- 
picion that the moving picture 
talkie rights liave been let out. 

However, the second instalment 
Is so outrageously a t variance with 
the facts and so unfair in the con- 
clusions which it draws from these 
facts, that it must be answered at 
once. It contains two criticisms 
First: The excessive number of 
supervisors as distinguished from 
teachers, resulting in increased 
costs. Second: An attack on the 
school budget system. 

As to the first: The statement 
wholly neglects to give the latest 
available figures for the year 1929- 
30, which are as follows:

The school committee, in the first 
place, has no budget and therefore 
has no itemized budget. 

Finally Mr Waddell admits that 
he is 'not familiar with the inner 
workings of such large departments 
as the school committee of the city 
of Boston'. The committee which 
is making this report is familiar 
with the inner workings of the 
school committee. 

I am very sorry to be compelled 
to say that Mr. Hurley has sup- 
pressed the vital parts of Mr. 
Waddeil's letter that prove conclus- 
ively that the srhool committee ha* 
no segregated budget and that Mr. 
Waddell be",ieves in a segregated 
budget. 

IN. KEASED COSTS 

A simple arithmetical process 
shows that less than 1 per cent, of 
those on the payroll are supervisors, 
and that 76 percent, are teachers. 
Tills is far from excessive super- 
vision. In fact, the school system 
has been criticised tor Insufficient 
supervision as compared with other 
cities. The mounting costs of 
schools cannot, therefore, be traced 
to :.. xcessive proportion of su- 
pervise. s to teachers. An analysis 
of the figures affecting other city 
departments will disclose an in- 
crease in expenditures fairly com- 
parable with increased school 
cof's. 

the period 1916-1928 the 
cost of schools 1' reased 172 per 
cent, hospitals 22u per cent., pub- 
lic libraries 178 per cent., park 
departmen 135 per cent., police de- 
partment 110 per cent., fire depart- 
ment 119 per cent, and the finance 
commission itself 100 per cent. 

As the survey committee of 1928, 
appointed by the school committee, 
and composed of Judge Michael H. 
Sullivan. President Lowell of Har- 
vard University and others, said: 

"Boston'ii lowest position on the 
table tof comparative costs of 
schools and other governmental de- 
partments of the 20 largest cities 
in the United States), 17th place, 
is shared in common by highways 
and schools. 

The second part of the report 
criticises the school budget system. 
Mr. Goodwin himself Is no ac- 
countant. Th? members of his 
survey committee are respectively 
an educator, a contractor and an 
architect. The problem is an ac- 
counting one. I think the people 
of Boston would prefer the opinion 
of Theodore N. Waddell, director 
of accounts, department of corpor- 
ations and taxation of the com- 
monwealth and accounting adviser 
of all state departments as well as 
cities and towns, who says, under 
date of Jan. 26, 1931, after u study 
of our budget system:

Second Instalment of Report 

In yesterday's second iistalment Ol 
the report by the Finance Commission 
special investigating committee, the 
city of Boston Is charged with stand-

: departments of the city, in making 
, its apropriations for school purposes 
by tho lump sum method. Tlv School 
Committee is severely criticized for 
its lack of a segregated budget. 

It is further charged that administra- 
tion of the school system is growing 
out of proportion to education, with 
the cost of subsidiary activities out- 
growing the cost of teaching; that SO 
percent of the salary list goes to 
parsons who are doing something 
other than, or in addition to, teach- 
lng; and that a comparison of tho I 
oflico force of the superintendent, | 
secretary and business manager for 
I 19K) and 19.10 shows an increase of I 
I 90 percent in personnel and 249 percent 
i in cost, while the number of pupils i 
I increased 16 percent.

rinance committee. 

In addition to $74i>,o»0 already appro- 
priated for two major projects, which 
the trustees have hesitated to start 
until the old buildings can be razed, the 
committee voted to report favorably on 
Other loan orders totalling $818,000.

The legislative Committee on Metropol- 
itan Affairs was urged today by repre- 
sentatfves of the Massachusetts General 
Hospital and members of the Beacon Hill 
Association to report favorably a bill 
sponsored by Homney Spring, providing 
fur construction of underpasses leading 
to the traffic cinle at Charles and Cam- 
bridge streets, now under construction. 
Mr. Spring said prospective riders would 
encounter great danger at the intersec- 
tion and that, the construction of under- 
passes would not only relieve this, but 
assist persons in reaching the hospital.

interests are concernea primarily with 
the development of ports outside New 
England which are in very keen com- 
petition with the port of Boston. 

"Recently tho public ITU made ac- 
quainted with the so-called four-system 
trunk line plan emanating from the 
executives of the Eastern trunk lines. 
This plan proposed that the Eastern 
territory should be served by four main 
trunk lines, namely, the Pennsylvania 
railroad, the Baltimore & Ohio, the Van 
Sweringen system and the New York 
Central. That plan quite deilnttaly 
Kives but scant, if any consideration 
to the welfare of New Hngland. its 
principal purpose is to develop . ports 
outside of New England and which, atf 
stated before, arc in serious competi- 
tion with New England ports. 

"If New England is to receive anv 
comfort or relief it must take action at 
once for its own protection. 
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His stand was contained in a letter to 
Chairman Holland II. Spauhiing of the 
New England railroad committee, 
which contended that the New England 
railroads wero controlled by outside In- 
terests which take all and give nothing 
to New England because 1 , he claimed, 
they desired to build up other ports. 

lie stated that the Pennsylvania 
system, controlling the Boston & Maine 
and the New Haven railroad, was in- 
terested in building up Philadelphia, 
and the New York Centra'!, controlling 
the Boston A: Albany, had as Its chief 
objective the port of New York. 

Declaring that "New England must 
act at once for Its own protection." 
the Mayor urged the committee to 
provide competition to develop New 
England by inviting In the Van Swer- 
ingen system and the Baltimore & 
Ohio as well, provided it is impossible 
to "divorce the New England roads 
from the Pennsylvania's dangerous and 
hostile control." 

In his letter to the New England 
committee, the Mayor stated: 

"Your committee appointed by the 
Oovernors or the New England .Stales 
to make an exhaustive investigation 
and study of the transportation needs 
of New England lias now been engaged 
in this tnsk for more than a year and 
as yet no report or recommendation 
has been made or Issued by it. Muring 
this period of investigation by, your 
committee, some of the main trunk 
lines of the Eastern part of the 
country have been very active In forc- 
ing the Issue as to what the transpor- 
tation facilities of New England shall 
be. 

In Hands of Outside Interest* 



DWennin interests are very anxious 
to bring their system into New Eng- 
dand. In my opinion your committee 
should encourage that desire and as 
Mayor of Boston I propose to do every- 
thing that lies within my power to en- 
courage their coming here. If the 
Baltimore & Ohio interests evidence a 
like desire, I believe that your commit- 
tee should make an attempt to further 
the desire on their part to come here. 
In other words, I believe your commit-

Statements, relative to the report of 
the investigating commi'tce appointed 
by the Finance Commission to investi- 
gate the school system, parsed yes- 
terday between Chairman Frank A. 
Goodwin of the Finance Commission 
and Joseph J. Hurley, chairman of the 
Boston School Committee. 

Yesterday's tliT started with an ap- 
peal by Chairman Goodwin to the Of- 
Qolall of the School Committee to 
await the complete report without any 
further personal attacks. 

In reply, Chairman Hurley declared 
'hat Goodwin, in his statements has 
i.:ade use of innuendo* and inslnua- 
made use of innuendoes and insinua- 
dence. as to the conduct of individuals 
alio that Mr Goodwin "bug been for 
years a common scold." 

Hurley's Statement 

His statement read in part: 

"Were this th? first offense of the 
Kind by the chairman of the Finance 
Commission, one would be inclined to 
be indulgent to him and take a chari- 
table view of tho situation. However, 
his recent charge that two members of 
tho School Committee were guilty of 
malfeasance, which charge he. quickly 
dropped when the meaning of the word 
■malfeasance' was explained to him, 
brings memories of similar un- 
warranted attacks upon persons whosi 
reputations are unquestioned. 

"Here is a partial list of those wh< 
In the past have been victims of hif 
characteristic tactics: John F. Moors 
Richard J. Lane, Louis K. Kourke Gov 
Alvan T. Fuller, Herman MaoDonald, 
bis secretary; the Judiciary of Massa- 
chusetts, und a number of individual 
judges. 

"Originally Mr Goodwin was an able 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles, but his 
forays into fields other than his own, 
constrained tho Governor of tho Com- 
monwealth to remove him from oflice. 
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Charges Meddling 

"In a word, ho has been for years a 
common scold. Whatever his polltt- 
c.H. job, ho spent much of his tlmo 
criticising other public ofiloials, med- 
dling In matters about which he had 
little knowledge, and making charges 

which he could not substantiate. 

Fvcryono is out of atep but the chair- 
man of the Finance Commission. He 
a.one Is the guardian and repository 
of public, virtue. 

'The chairman of the Finance Com- 
mission may say that this is a per- 
SOBSJ. attack, and beside tho issue. 
It is at least an honest, man-to man 
attack in tho open, and not a wills- 
pering campaign in tho dark. It is 
prompted solely by a desire to have 
men and women of standing and repu- 
tation protected from Mr Goodwin's 
vicious tactics, and to have assured 
to them whst every citizen is entitled 
to— his day In court. 

"Mr Goodwin, present your evldenoe, 
or hold your ponce! Speaking yout 
own language— 'put up, or shut up!' " 



Goodwin Won't Reply Now 

On being told of what had been said 
by Chairman Hurley, Mr Goodwin in- 
dulged in a bit of laughter.

Will Seek to Curb Power Un- 
less Early Action Is Taken 
on Spending Balunee 



More and more arc the influences of 
the mayor's office extending '.o school 
headquarters. Yesterday afternoon Mayor 
Curley c ailed the school committee into 
conference- concerning the policy of 
school building construction and particu- 
larly with reference to the allotment of 
$1,110,000 unexpended at the first of the 
year. Two of the members, Mrs. Pigeon 
and Dr. Lyons, were absent. The mayor 
informed the others that he would await 
action at Monday night's meeting and that 
if the board refused to act favorably he 
would have the corporation counsel draw 
up a bill for Hie Legislature, making a 
three to-two vote, instead of a four-to-one 
vote the necessary power over appropria- 
tions. 

The policy of school, construction, as 
already formulated by the authorities, 
veils for a three-year program of expendi- 
ture, or $5,000,0011 each year. The School 
Committee's bill tiled before the time lim- 
it expired was !n blank figures and policy. 
Mayor Curley's. idea of departing some- 
what from the pay-as-you-go policy in 
school construction apparently wins the 
favor of the school department. 

it was in 1916, when Mr Curley was 
mayor the first tlmo that he caused the 
adoption of the policy of payment for 
school construction from the tax levy. 
The total valuation of school iand and 
buildings was $22,000,000, and the indebt- 
edness for school construction had 
amounted to $16,000,000. Since 1916 the 
city has spent $36,000,000 on new build- 
ings and the valuation of land and build- 
ings has risen to $58,00,000, with a de- 
crease of indebtedness to $4,000,000. 

"I feel secure in my position that, as 
the ratio of valuation and indebtedness 
has been so significantly altered since 
1916, we can safely depart from the 
strict line of our pay-as-you-go policy,' 
said the mayor. "We shall ask for $5,- 
[000,000 a year for three years, with the 
provision that for 1931 all of the money 
shall be raised by loan and that for 1932 
and 1933 two-fifths shall be by loan and 
three-fifths from taxes."

Liecliiitng to approve the order o) 
tie City Council recommending ar 
increase of $200 a year in the pa.v 
of the members of the Boston Polio 
Department, Mayor Curley yesterday 
sent a communication to the Council 
in which tie declared he will approve 
of no increases in salary for city 
employes in any department during 
1931. 

Th'i Mayor feels that, during this 
period of unemployment and mat 
ness depression, when the city, 
through iff! relief work, is experienc- 
ing a heavy financial drain, his hist 
duty is to consider "the well being 
of the citizenship as a whole." 

At tlic same time, the Mayor 

promlsea that there will be no reduc- 
tion in the number of tin, city ,.,,,- 
ployea. He will, it possible, in- 
crease, the number but, in order to 
do this, must refuse to approve any 
salary increases for the present 

year 

Calls Positions Enviable 

in his communication to the Council, : 

the Mayor describee the "enviable 
.position occupied by those In public 
Service, " as contrasted with the lot of 
many persona employed in private in- 1 
duetry who. when the depression began 
I,, make itself felt, suffered salary cuts 
or Inst their positions, regardless of 
the length or value of their service. 

While admitting that there an 
"many Inequalities in the matter of 
wages of various individuals in the 
different municipal departments," the 
Mayor states that these can properly 
be adjusted during a year of pros- 
parity and announces that he nM 
directed "the Budget Commissioner, in 
his review of departmental bUdgel

The report points out that there is 
"an unwritten law," not only in Bos- 
ton, but throughout the coui try that 
any Increase granted to ES mbers of 
the police force must also be granted 
to members ot the Fire Department. 

"In tiie Police Department," the 
Budget Commissioner states, "2412 . 
man would be eligible for the proposed ! 
increase and. in the Fire Department, 
1485, or a total of 3K77 employes. 

"Granting a $200 increase to the I 
members of this group would mean a ' 
permanent addition or increase to the 
payrolls of the city of $755,400. With 
the city facing an increased ex- 
penditure of over $2,000,000 during the 
current year for welfare relief and old- 
age assistance, it is hard to see, in 
view of the additional cost involved, 
how consideration can be given, at this 
particular time, to the proposed pay- 
roll increase. 

"Over and beyond the heavy 
financial burden, which the request of 
[the City Council would place upon the 
tax-paying public of Boston, is the 
very evident fRct, at the present time, 
that this same public is paying more 
for polire protection than practically 
any other city in the country."

"In the public employment the situa- 
tion differs materially. 

"Regardless of industrial depression 
and the burden borne by the home- 
owner or the occupant of the tene- 
ment, taxes are demanded and they 
are paid whether the individual is em- 
ployed or is without employment. 

' When the Individual in private em- 
ployment is either maimed In industry 
or through age is no longer able to 
[compete with younger men in his par- 
ticular vocation he Is replaced and 
cant consideration given by the em- 
ployer as to what may happen to the 
worker or the family of the worker. 

"In the public service on the con- 
trary the hours are not unduly long. 
Vacations annually with pay are the 
rule and in ino^t cases when the 
worker is unable throtnrh sickness to 
continue his employment, ne is per- 
mitted to convalesce without the loss 
of salary. 

"When the worker in public, employ- 
ment is maimed or arrives at the aye of 
65 years he is eligible for retirement 
with compensation sufficient to pro- 
vide for his needs for the remainder 
of his days. 



Mayor's Letter 

The Mayor's letter to the City Coun- 
cil reads: 

"In reply to the order of your hon- 
orable body, adopted Dec 29, recom- 
mending an Increase of $200 per annum 
in the salaries of members of the 
Boston Police Department, I beg to 
advise that the same does not receive 
my approval. 

"Tho reasons for this action have 
been summarized by the budget com- 
missioner and are here presented. It. 
is a simple matter and invariably a 
popular one to recommend increases 
in salaries for persons in the public 
[employ, hut It is the rart of wisdom 
to examine thoroughly Into the ramili- 
'catlons before such an order Is adopted. 

"Tho prevailing custom in Boston 
has been when an increase In salary 
is granted to the members of the Police 
Department to grant a similar increase 
to the .ien employed in the Fire De- 
partment. The wisdom of this policy 
cannot bo questioned, since the mem- 
bers of both forces are exposed to 
the same degree of danger in pursuit 

of their occupations. 
Obligation to Entire People 

"There is no indication of a lessen- 
ing in the demand for aid from per- 
sons without employment either in Bos- 
ton or any other American city and 



No Reduction in Employes 

■ [tiers is no way in which to justify 
crease in taxes in a year of depression 
an Increase in taxes in a year of de- 
pri sslon when such Increase can be 
prevented. In addition there is no way 
to justily a reduction in the number of 
persons in the employ of the city. 

"It is not my purpose to reduce the 
number, and provided conditions per- 
mit. 1 shall increase the number. It is 
only possible, however, to do this 
through the adoption of a program 
which to the city employe may at 
first glance appear a hardship, but 
which upon mat lie consideration of 
the needs and \»ants of his fellow 
citizen will appear the proper course, 
and that Is to approve of no increases 
in salaiy during the year 1931. 

"Unquestionably there, are many In- 
equalities in the matter of the wages 
of various individuals in the different 
municipal departments, but these In- 
equalities can properly be adjusted In 
a year of prosperity. Certainly there 
|is no way to justify advances in sal- 
aries at the present time, when the ex- 
penditures of the Public Welfare De- 
partment . provided the ratio estab- 
lished during the month of January 
is maintained lor the year, will exceed 
any year in the. history of the city, 
.excepting 1830, by more than 200 per- 
Vcnt. 

"I have accordingly directed the 
Budget Commissioner, in his review of 
departmental budget estimates, to 
eliminate all salary increases recom- 
mended by department heads, with the 
exception of increases provided in the 
Poire* and Fire Departments for pa- 
trolmen and privates.

Solving overnight an acute unem- 
ployment problem that had vexed the 
minds of civic leaders for months, an 
"old-fashioned" snowstorm descended 
upon New England yesterday, and 
"in a silence deep and white" created 
work for idle hands and brought back 
to hundreds of disheartened men the 
courage that comes with the earning 
of "an honest dollar." 

The storm labored late Friday 
night and early Saturday morning, 
piling up the drifts on roadways, 
even in the heart of the city, and yes- 
terday morning enough snow lay 
upon the ground to provide work for 
more men than even the most hope- 
ful optimist had anticipated. 

The army of the unemployed mo- 
bilized early yesterday morning, 
gathering around the city employ- 
ment office at 29 Church It The job 
seekers were ordered to line up and 
await, their turn, and in an incredi- 
bly short time 1600 men had been 



Proof of the joy the men found in at 
last getting work was- given by the 
speed with which thev cleared the 
streets of the formidable" drifts. 

Every man worked with a will and 
the Public Works Department foremen 
in more than one instance were obliged 
to warn tho shovelers that they had 
set for themselves a pace too hard tor 
a man to maintain without soon be- 
coming exhausted. 

The men given temporary employ- 
ment were also assured that their 
services would be required today, and 
the same large force will be out early 
in the morning to join the "regulars" 
in cleaning up the remainder of the 
snow. 



Vehicles Mobilized 

The Public Works Department has 
turned over 175 larKe trucks and 100 
smaller vehicles for use, together with 
150 horse-drawn carts, In carrying 
away the snow as it is cleared from 
I the streets by the workmen. No out- 
side contractors have been called In 
by Mayor Curley, and the unemployed 
will be permitted to work as many 
hours as they care to or are capable of. 
Working conditions today will he 
good, according to the local Weather 
Bureau. The official forecast for to- 
day promises fair and continued cold 
weather. Slowly rising tempeiatures 
are expected on Monday.

Superintendent or Police Michael H. 

Crowley will remain in that position 
during the administration of Mayor Cur- 
ley If he retains his mental and physical 
competence. This was the official word 
at City Hall today as transmitted hy the 
mayor to Police Commissioner Hultman. 
The Crowley retirement papers reached 
the mayor during the morning as a mut- 
ter of form. The superintendent had ob- 
served his sixty-fifth birthday on Jan. 18 
and it was mandatory upon the commis- 
sioner to malte out the official documents. 
Accompanying the papers was a letter 
from the commissioner expressing the 
hope that the mayor would not approve 
the retirement until Mr. Hultman had an 
opportunity to discuss the matter. 

But the mayor had no Intention of 
waiting for an interview. His mind had 
bcin made up weeks ago when the rumor 
started Hint Commissioner Hultman 
would be forced by political reasons to 
get rid of his superintendent. He Imme- 
diately replied to Mr. Huliman'8 letter 
that his approval was refused.

Fully de- 
veloped, this department would cost 
one million and a quarter dollars a year 
— or cut of all proportion as a school 
department, the surveyors found. 

The most, decisive phraseology is used 
in connection with criticism of the 
Girls' Trade school of which the board 
says: "The school Is strangely housed 
In a palatial apartment house on the 
Fenway designed to harbor a small 
group of wealthy tenants, with guests 
and servants. The apartments have in- 
dependent corridors not intended to be 
used in common, and consequently dan- 
gerously labyrinthine for so large a 
body. Designed to be occupied by a few 
small independent groups, the building 
lias no adequate exits for a group of 
000, Its one usable entrance is directly 
upon tile sidewalk and there are no 
grounds or rooms for exercises. Neither 
light, ventilation nor arrangement ol 
rooms is what the city should Insist 
Upon for a schoolhouse, or an employer 
wTTTlld demand for a shop. Service rooniE 
and servants' rooms are more numerous 
than living rooms, and are so small that 
to use them classes must lie cut 30 per 
cert. bek>W the low maximum set by 
the state, so requiring more teachers 
than would be necessary in a suitable 
building If such a building were used 
for an annex to one of the high schools, 
there would be a loud and insistent cry 
for relief." 

NO CO-ORDINATE!) DESIGN 

Consideration of the departmental 
organisation of the schools inspired 
the conclusion that with 12 recognized 
depai tments and 1 1 divisions equivalent 
to departments, all, but two, headed 
by directors, conditions prove that 
there has been no co-ordinated design 
of departments which have been per- 
mitted to develop haphasardly. 



Respecting other department, «..w 
board found occasion to praise the at- 
tendance department, to express pre- 
ference for the results of physical fram- 
ing of girls in comparison with that 
of boys, to question the wisdom of t ■ ■ 
tending military drill below high school 
grades, and to comment upon the far 
more favorable appearance in the ter- 
centenary parad; last year of the high 
school girls than of the high school 
cadets. 

The practice of permitting free use 
of school buildings, of allowing public 
dances in school halls, and of using 
public funds to persuade the public to 
use school halls Is preliminary to the 
statement that there is an astounding 
difference hi the per capita costs of 
school centres. Examples cited are the 
cost of $6.14 in the South Boston centre 
against $18.50 in the Fenway centre, of 
a pupil hour cost of four cents and 
six mills in the Eliot vacation school 
against 16 cents In the Rice school 
and other like comparisons. 

Of the department of music, the 
board finds "that the proclivity of the 
director of music to embarrass the 

school department Is still a menace to 
guard against." and reveals that the 
director's staff consists of eight as- 
sistant directors. 13 assistants, three 
supervisors or bands and orchestras, 
one supervisor of drum and bugle corps 
and 12 grade teachers, three high 
school teachers and 24 temporary in- 
strumental Instructors who give in- 
struction at a stipulated compensation 
per period. 

"The supervisors, we understand, do 
not supervise, but only tearh. They are 
called supervisors to evade a rule that 
applies to such teachers as go by other 
titles. This evasion is protested by the 
business manager but approved by the 
board of superintendents. It U one of 
the many illustrations of the sleight-of- 
man by* which rules and designations 
are manipulated." 

The Mechanic Arts high 'ichool IE 
praised for its achievements despite the 
fact that, it has been strangely slighted. 
Of trade schools the board asks why 
I there Is not efficient or sensible man- 
agement which will result in centraliz- 
ation of mechanical departments at 
points accessible from all parts of the 
city. The "unscrambling'' of the de- 
partment or drawing it from "its ficti- 
tious alliance with the manual arts" is 
strongly advised. 

"The clerical school." says the report, 
"Is a new enterprise whicli may prove 
an entering wedge. It is a distinct 
competitor of the private commercial 
schools, offering short courses as they 
do, endeavoring to give intensive train- 
ing m specific positions. If it succeeds 
in providing free training equal or 
I superior to that offered by the private 
! commercial schools, it is likely to ex- 
\ pand rapidly, and how far that expan- 
1 sion should be encouraged is a question 
Ol policy for the school committee. The 
I expenditure for commercial education 
I is probably quite as large as for any 
other form of vocational education. It 
is- accepting too many pupils and lead- 
bag many of ihem up ■ blind alley. It 
? needs supervision."
